on the way to the cemetery, 
Patton’s body 
was guarded 
by 
troops of the mighty Third Army, 
which he had led in smashing down 
Germany’s fierce counter-drive out 
of the Ardenne . across upper Lux­ 
embourg Just a year ago. 
Mrs. Patton accompanied the pro­ 
cession and stood beside her hus­ 
band's grave during the 
military 
ceremony. 
Tile generals body arrived at the 
Luxembourg station 
before dawn 
from Heidelberg bv 
special train 
which passed through Mainz and 
Kuarbrurken and across the scarred 
battlefields of Met/ and Thlonvllle, 
scenes of Patton's victories, 
C rnwd* lin e Streets 
Crowds 
of 
Luxembourgers 
had 
gathered around 
tile station and 
llnrd the streets leading east from 
the city in the murky, rain-spni- 
tered daybreak to pay last tribute 
to the commander they had made 
an honorary citizen. 
At Hie end of one row of crosses 
a canopy had been erected. Flowers 
were banked high on three sides. 
The cards and inscriptions were a 
roll of famous name* and placer, 
telling the story of a great soldier. 
Governments had honon*d 
him 
Cities In all parts of Europe had 
ent tributes to "our honorary citi­ 
zen.” HLs hattlclleld victories were 
recalled in the names of some of 
the tributes - Gela, Av ranches and 
Metz. 
But these were not all. A stmple 
wreath of evergreens had been sent 
by some American soldiers and raid 
simply: 
"To our leader.’’ 
Another, written In French, said: 
"We owe our freedom to you." Tile 
tribute from A tranches recalled the 
Normandy village where Patton and 
his Third Ai my broke through the 
breach fashioned by the U. S. First 
Army and overran 
and liberated 
France, 'rite floral piece from Metz 
recalled that Patton was the first 
general in more than a thousand 
years to storm and capture that in­ 
credible strong city frontally. 
"Command For Sleep" 
The casket was placed on beams 
bridging tho open grave under the 
canopy. 
lite Chaplain, Col. Edwin Ran­ 
dolph Carter, Jr.. of Richmond. Va., 
read from the Bible: 
“In the midst of life. we are in 
death.” 
As he intoned the words, the flag 
was lifted from the casket. Soldiers 
held it a few inches above the silver 
top as the chaplain spoke. 
Then he began the Lord’s prayer. 
Everyone uncovered. 
A squad cf Alpine Chasseurs in 
whose company Patton had been an 
honorary master sergeant snapped 
their rifles to attention. When the 
bust of the prayer had been said, 
the soldiers folded tho flag and 
handed it to Mrs. Patton. 
A curt command sounded outside 
tile canopy: "Half left—aim—Are.” 
Three volleys splintered thp heavy 
silence. 
And then the plangent notes of a 
bugle rang in the air. This was taps 
for Gen. Patton, the soldiers’ com­ 
mand for sleep.

Hominy—A Nourishing l ooil 
In the backyard of alm ost every 
American farm house of a half cen­ 
tury ago was rive traditional ash 
barrel. Hero wood ashes were stored 
for the thrifty purpose of m aking 
lye 
This was done simply by a l­ 
lowing w ater to soak down through 
the ashes and seep out at the bot­ 
tom through holes bored in the 
barrel. Farm families n ^d ed lye for 
two im portant products—soap and 
hominy. And the sight of a house- ( 
wife pouring water into a depres­ 
sion formed in the surface of the 
ashes usually told th a t butchering 
had been done or was planned in 
the near future to provide grease 
for soap, and w hat was even mon* 
im portant—hominy w a s in the off­ 
ing. 
Like iv4 com patriot, hominy is 
closely related to succotash, not only 
because it is made from corn, but 
because it is one of the few truly 
American 
words 
Others, 
by 
the 
way, are baseball, lynch, bloomer, 
buck, 
shanty, 
caucus, 
spittoon 
bunk aud bootlegger. Most persons ; 
who know will agree that hominy 
deserves flrst place on this word 
list for its typifying Hie character 
of the early .settlers who flint im ­ 
proved m ethods of its m anufacture 
from suggestions obtained from the 
Indians. Like these pioneers it is 
wholesome, rugged and satisfying. 
The art of m aking hominy has 
almost passed from the American 
scene. Canned hominy or com m er­ 
cially m ade supplies sold in paper 
cartons is the chief source of this 
tine old loot! But despite the high 
quality 
of 
these 
products, 
it 
is 
doubtful th a t ttiev ofTer the zestful 
tang ol th a t which came after the 
old ash barrel was put into opera­ 
tion ulong before Christm as. Here 
was 
a 
gastronom ic 
associate 
of 
fresh pork sausage, the breakfast 
by wliich all other breakfasts can 
be measured. 
Yellow corn was slielled and the 
inferior grains removed. Yes, yel­ 
low com was preferred, even though 
housewives knew nettling about vi- 
tam ins back in those days. 
But 
somehow they chose yellow corn, 
and years later their judgm ent was 
vindicated by dieticians who dis­ 
covered th a t tile yellow grain lield 
vitam in A. missing from white corn. 
Tile corn was placed in a cheese­ 
cloth bag and soaked for 12 to 24 
hours in a fairly strong lye solu­ 
tion or until the grain coatings and 
germs were loosened. Then it was 


washed several tim es in clean water 
and “worked*’ with the hands until 
the coarse husks and genus were 
removed After this It was ready to 
rook 
and 
store 
away 
in 
a

earthen Jar in a cool place until 
w lilted 
The rate of increase was always 
amazing, ten Ave quarts of shelled 
corn made anyway from 15 to 20 
qua n.s

We rem em ber appetizingly a deli­ 
cacy made from w hole-grain hom­ 
iny which ap p a ren tly has disap- 
pcared from present-day cuisine, it 
wa* called hominy turnovers. It was 
made by mixing together one pint 
of pre-cooked hominy, one cup of 
milk, one teaspoonful al snit

rake, and filled hand-labeled bot­ 
tles from barrel spigots.

salesman, 
promoter and former business m an­ 
ager for his movie actor brother 
Randolph Bcott, offered to sell the 
product. The bubble experts had 
landed their first big order with a 
local departm ent store chain. 
Business Expands 
Under 
Scott’s 
promotion, 
the 
bubbles took Atlanta by frontal as­ 
sault, swept into M anhattan and 
virtual 
nation-wide 
dem and 
via 
Woolworth’s. 
Now the bubble business, expand­ 
ed from the garage to quarters 50 
times larger, employs a business per­ 
sonnel of 110, and production has 
Jumped from 600 bottles a day to 
between 75.000 and 100,000 in less 
than six months. Only this fall did

Bertin, Dpc, l l (ZP)—Thousands of 
hungry halfclad children loft with­ 
out parents or homes are tho most 
pathetic Innocent victims of Hitler's 
war. You see them everywhere In 
the larger German cities—white faced 
gaunt-eyed ghosts wandering amidst 
ruins, living by their wits until 
youth ald organizations find them. 
It Is officially estimated there are 
14,000 homeless children in Munich 
alone. Many lost both parents in 
the war. Some of the youngest do 
not even know their names. 
Run Wild 
The older ones who often had 
no schooling were for years ac­ 
customed only to a life of running 
wild on the streets. Some of the ll 
and 
12-year-olds are 
particularly 
difficult to handle since they are 
constantly trying to escape from 
authority In order to resume a career 
of thieving and scrounging which 
they call "adventure." 
Rerlln newspapers contain daily 
columns headed "Kinder Verloren” 
dost children) with pathetic appeals 
from parents who lost families when 
the war swept down on them, some­ 
times more than a year ago. Some, 


giving up hope of finding their own 
children, offer to adopt others but 
often they* are living in a half-de­ 
stroyed homes which arc unsuitable 
so tile offers have to be refused. 
Here is just one case from thou­ 
sands: 
Five little boys and three little 
girls 
the youngest one and a half 
years old—are sharing four beds in 
a Berlin hospital. They were found 
weeks ago motherless in a freight 
car 
at 
Kustrln. Thoro 
were

boys—one of th in has since died. 
The three girls, all in rags, were 
covered with sores. 
No Explanation 
Only enc of the boys knows ills 
name—it's Klaus~but even he can­ 
not explain how they came to be 
alone half-starved in a freight car. 
Berlin people are doing what they 
can to aid these tragic cases by 
organizing 
‘Save 
the 
Children'' 
funds, collecting 
money, clothing 
and toys, trying to find new' homes.
